PETA: U of M is ‘top offender’ for 
animal welfare violations 



When it comes to using rats and mice in research, PETA’s report revealed there is no 
bigger violator of animal-welfare standards than the University of Minnesota. 


he report is grim. 

Several mice, used in research 
experiments in June 2015 at 
the University of Minnesota, 
were supposed to have been euthanized. 
Instead, lab staff later found them alive 
in a carcass cooler. 

Two months later, an unknown num¬ 
ber of mice underwent surgery inside U 
research facilities. None received pre- or 
post-op anesthesia. 

Seventy-five rats in April 2016 under¬ 
went a surgical procedure at a univer¬ 
sity lab without receiving any type of 
post-op pain medi¬ 
cation. In another 
incident, experi¬ 
menters drew blood 
from behind mice’s 
eyes, but failed to 
provide pain relief 
to the animals. 

These are four of 
60 animal-welfare 
violations the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota racked up over an 
18-month period from January 2015 to 
April 1,2017, according to a study released 
by PETA yesterday. 

The nonprofit’s findings showed that 
universities often shirk rules or cut cor¬ 
ners when it comes to the humane care 
of mice and rats. And in the case of these 
species in particular, the study revealed 


there is no bigger violator than the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota. 

PETA researchers scrutinized federal 
reports obtained through FOIA requests, 
documenting animal-welfare violations 
at the top 20 university recipients of 
National Institutes of Health grants. 
These institutions, which include the 
U, University of Pittsburgh, and Yale, 
received more than $6 billion in NIH 
grants in 2016. 

But that money comes with an under¬ 
standing. The schools will comply with 
federal animal welfare guidelines in their 
treatment of rats 
and mice, which 
make up 95 per¬ 
cent of those used in 
American research 
labs, but have no 
official protection 
under federal law. 

Of the 20 univer¬ 
sities, Minnesota’s 
60 violations were 
by far the most, seven more than sec¬ 
ond-place offender the University of 
Pittsburgh. 

University of Minnesota spokesper¬ 
son Dan Gilchrist responded to PETA’s 
study in a statement. “When problems 
are reported, either as part of regular 
inspections by the U of M or federal regu¬ 
lators, or by investigators themselves, 


the involved researchers are required 
to provide responses to all findings and 
concerns to outline how they will address 
these issues in the future. To be clear, 
the reports in question have all been 
reported previously to University offi¬ 
cials and addressed with researchers.” 

PETA spokesperson Dr. Alka Chanda 
is unmoved by the school’s response. 

“These guidelines and regulations 
represent a minimal standard of care. 
The fact that these institutions, and the 
University of Minnesota in particular, 
continue to violate them shows that they 


could care less,” she says. “It was really 
disappointing for us to see how many 
violations [there were] at the University 
of Minnesota. The average overall was 
21 violations. So when you look at the 
difference, that’s obviously significant.” 

According to the U’s most current 
annual animal report filed with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, in addition 
to rats and mice, the school’s research 
facilities had about 2,000 animals under 
its care in 2015. That number includes 
70 dogs, 96 non-human primates, and 
more than 300 pigs, -cory zurowski

Hidden Transparency 

Supreme Court case might rewrite Minnesota’s 43-year-old open records law 


H ey Hennepin County, where 
will your face be next February? 

Unless you’re ceding the Twin 
Cities to Super Bowl tourists, 
let’s assume your face will, at some point, 
go outside. 

That means your mug might also wind 
up on one of a vast system of public and 
privately operated surveillance video cam¬ 
eras, which feed into a network accessed 
by the Hennepin County Sherriff’s Office 
and the Minneapolis Police Department. 
The feeder cameras number at least 400; 
there might be as many as 3,000. 

Your face could then be instantly matched 
against avast database that might recognize 
you amongup to two and a half million faces, 
twice as many as live in Hennepin County. 

The scenario is a hypothetical, but it’s 
somethingthe sheriff’s office has considered. 
Facial recognition and real-time camera 
streaming are in use; whether they’ve been 
linked up isn’t known. If it were up to the 
county, you wouldn’t know anything at 
all. That we do is thanks to Tony Webster. 
Back in 2015, Webster, a software engineer, 
journalist, and public information hawk, 
filed a data request for any information 
about “biometric” technologies—such as 
facial recognition or fingerprint scanners— 
Minnesota law enforcement agencies had 
considered or already deployed. 

As Webster recalls, within about a month 
he had collected “voluminous” records from 
various agencies. Except Hennepin County. 
The sheriff’s department dragged its feet, 
eventually telling Webster his request—the 
same one met by other agencies—was too 
big a task to even attempt. A review of the 
county’s emails would take a total of 10,800 
hours, by their estimate. 


Asked if it possessed sophisticated tech¬ 
nology that reads people’s faces to determine 
their identity, Hennepin County claimed it 
lacked the ability to search an email inbox. 

Webster took them to court, with attor¬ 
neys agreeing to represent him pro bono. 
Minnesota has a good open records law, 
which, among other things, requires public 
records be kept in a manner that “make 
them easily accessible” to the public. 

“I asked for the data,” Webster says. “A 
judge should be able to enforce the law. I 
did not expect it to turn into this.” 

By “this,” Webster refers to a legal battle 
that’s now before the Minnesota Supreme 
Court, and has all the makings of a landmark 
decision about what the public’s allowed 
to ask for from its government. Webster 
won before an administrative law judge, 
and in appeals court. This time the stakes 
are much higher. 

On one side stands Hennepin County, 
which, as of last week, is joined by almost 
every unit of government under the state 
of Minnesota: A recent filing represented 
organizations of Minnesota’s cities, counties, 
sheriffs, prosecutors, and school boards. 
They’re askingthe court to interpret the open 
records law to shield units of government 
(them) from data requests by citizens (you). 

Webster has allies on his side, including 
good-government groups and journalism 
outfits—among them the Star Tribune 
Company, owner of City Pages—that argue 
Minnesota’s 43-year-old open records law 
works fine as it is, and should be left intact. 

Aaron Mackey of the Electronic Fron¬ 
tier Foundation says neither Webster’s 
request nor Hennepin County’s “mysti¬ 
fying” response reveals any problem with 
the statute. 


“Their argument is with the law,” Mackey 
says. “The law clearly requires them to do 
these things.” 

Lobbyists for cities and counties have 
sought protections from “burdensome” 
requests in the past, says Rep. Peggy Scott, 
R-Andover, the House leader on civil law and 
data practices. They have never convinced 
the Legislature. Truly egregious inquiries 
are rare. Local governments support their 
argument in the Webster case by digging 
up a request for “all public data on all past 
and present employees” of the Edina school 
district. It was filed in 2000—by a woman 
who had been served restraining orders by 
five other state agencies. 

Scott says government already has the 
option of meeting large requests over a 
period of time, as staffing allows. They 
don’t need more protection than that. 

“It’s basically the cost of doing business 
as the government,” she says. 

Kim Saterbak, auditor of Swift County 
(population 9,400) in western Minnesota, 
can’t recall a request that required the 
county to find extra staff or budget extra 
money. “We just consider it part of our 
job duties, for the benefit of residents,” 
Saterbak says. 

A couple years ago, suburban White Bear 
Lake (population about 25,000) adopted a 
“model policy” to keep it in line with the 
state open records law. Says city clerk/ 
administrative assistant Kara Coutry: ‘We’re 
generally required to keep information in 
such a formation that it’s easy to access.” 

Last year, someone asked the city of 
Lakeville (population about 62,000) to hand 
over every single email sent or received by 
four city employees during a month-long 
period. The request was honored. 



City administrator Justin Miller remem¬ 
bers consulting with the city attorney and 
spending “five or six hours” combing his 
emails to sort out which were public infor¬ 
mation. “I’ve always worked under the 
assumption anything I have on my work 
email is goingto be public,” says Miller. 

If these people can work with the state 
law, shouldn’t we demand the same of the 
biggest, richest county in the state? 

So far, Webster’s seen only afew of Henne¬ 
pin County’s emails from his original request, 
though those have been “very interesting.” 
They reveal the county’s interest in bulking 
up the numbers of cameras it can access 
and faces in its system, and specifically 
reference the possibility of implementing 
the system before next year’s Super Bowl. 

Webster’s final response brief is due to 
the court before the end of this month, with 
oral arguments later this year. A decision 
might not come down until next spring. 

Go ahead, enjoy the biggame. Then watch 
for the final score of this case. We probably 
won’t find out if Hennepin County’s spying 
on its people before Super Bowl week. If 
the people of Minnesota lose in court, we 
might never know. 03

Concept proven, Dona Chela, Minnesota’s first Latino brewery, prepares to scale up

S ergio Manacero’s phone lights 
up, and he instinctively picks it 
up off the bar top. It’s been this 
way all afternoon. He can barely 
get through a sip of his lager without a 
notification barging into his handset. 

Manacero is eight credits shy of his 
bachelor’s in sociology at the University 
of Minnesota, where he also coordinates 
international trips for the school’s Center 
for Outdoor Adventure. Undergrad life 
has been fulfilling for the first-generation 
Latin Minnesotan from Maple Grove, 
but Manacero’s ever-developing love 
for craft beer is undeniable. Last year, 
he deferred graduation a semester to 
launch Dona Chela Cerveceria, Min¬ 


nesota’s first Latino-owned brewery. 

“When I started getting into craft beer, 
I noticed that there was an underrepre¬ 
sentation of diversity,” Manacero says 
from his barstool at Bar Luchador. “People 
are calling this the Renaissance of Beer, 
and I think that’s awesome, but [craft 
brewers] need to think about starting 
brands that are more inclusive.” 

Manacero calls 2016 a proof-of- 
concept for Dona Chela. The company 
launched in July of that year, and in the 
13 months since, they haven’t yet turned 
a profit. They’re still contracting all their 
brewing out to Sand Creek Brewing in 
Black River Falls, Wisconsin. Mana¬ 
cero bought a Nissan NV200 van with 
his own savings, and he hand-delivers 
beer to Dona Chela’s 50 local accounts 


between classes and work. 

That’s why his phone is so restless—he’s 
the owner, distributor, and marketing 
manager of Dona Chela, so nothing gets 
done if he takes time off for normal life. 

“It’s not coincidental that I had to add 
a second semester,” Manacero says. “I 
pick beer up at 7 a.m., go to class at 8, 
leave class at 10 to do beer deliveries 
until I have class again at 1, and then I 
go to work until 11:30, when we close. 
Then, I go home and do that the next day. 
I’m always answering text messages.” 

Dona Chela currently bottles one 
beer—a Mexican-style Vienna lager 
called Lager Bronce. Manacero likens 
it to Modelo Negra, but that’s more of a 
sales pitch than an honest assessment. 
Lager Bronce is rich and bready, abound¬ 


ing with barley sweetness. It’s far more 
complex than run-of-the-mill Mexican 
macros like Pacifico and Corona. But 
more than being just a good beer, it’s a 
perfect emblem for Dona Chela’s origins. 

Manacero is the son of Uruguayan 
immigrants, but he was born and raised 
in Minnesota. Lager Bronce has allowed 
him to externalize this multinational 
identity struggle. Brewed with a South 
American lager yeast common in Mexican 
beers, Lager Bronce is all Latin Ameri¬ 
can, but the grain is sourced completely 
from Minnesota. 

“Growing up as a first-generation 
American of immigrant parents, I’m try¬ 
ing to assimilate two cultures,” Manacero 
says. “That’s a problem that a lot of first- 
generation kids of immigrants have.”

According to 2014 data from the Pew 
Research Center, 39 percent of Minne¬ 
sota’s 276,000 Hispanic citizens are 
foreign-born. At a median age of 24, 
this demographic is a prime target for 
craft beer, and several local breweries 
have tried to appeal to this population: 
Indeed and Big Wood both make tentpole 
Mexican-style beers, and Dangerous Man 
is occasionally advertised in La Prensa 
de Minnesota. But only Doha Chela has 
the heritage to speak to these consumers 
on a personal level. 

“The average 
Latin Minneso¬ 
tan walks into 
the liquor store, 
and they want to 
buy something 
that’s from home,” 

Manacero says. 

“But Corona is 
owned by Constel¬ 
lation Brands in Chicago. It’s barely an 
import. And so why not buy something 
from the place that accepted you? The 
place where you live and work?” 

One lesson that Manacero has learned 
from Doha Chela’s maiden year is that 
this conversion is exceedingly difficult 
to make. Lager Bronce drinkers are far 
more likely to be white local-beer devo¬ 
tees than evangelized Modelo drinkers. 
Hispanics in Minnesota make a median 
annual income of $20,000, and 19 percent 
of Hispanic adults live in poverty, making 
cheap standbys a more justifiable expense 
than a carefully honed craft brew. 

Compounding this, the lack of eth¬ 
nic diversity in brewing means Latin 
Americans feel like the Renaissance of 
Beer is passing them by. Breweries are 
white-dominated and English-speaking 
environments. They can be intimidating 
spaces for Latin Americans, leading to a 


knowledge gap that can only be circum¬ 
vented through a cultural shift. 

“Part of it is educating the Latino com¬ 
munity about craft beer,” Manacero says. 
“People are gonna grow up in craft beer 
culture, and they’re gonna want some¬ 
thing that represents their culture. If the 
only thing that’s out there is European 
and Nordic beer styles and beer halls 
that don’t apply to them, they’re gonna 
feel like they’re missing out.” 

Dona Chela is designated as a public 
benefit corpora¬ 
tion, similar to 
Elliot Park beer- 
makers F innegan’s. 
This means that 
although Dona 
Chela does intend 
to raise profits that 
benefit sharehold¬ 
ers and the com¬ 
pany owner, it is 
also legally obligated to consider the 
business’s impact on the community and 
society as a whole. 

Dona Chela was incorporated to pro¬ 
mote economic and social well being 
in the Latin American community in 
Minnesota. Though Doha Chela hasn’t 
made the money Manacero will use to 
support the social aspect of his business, 
Manacero has been actively planning 
for that moment. He’s been sitting in 
on Minneapolis City Council meetings 
on Lake Street and working with the 
Latino Economic Development Center to 
identify problems to eventually address. 

“It’s not just about being successful 
in the craft beer industry but how to 
turn that success into positive social 
change for the craft beer industry here 
in Minneapolis,” Manacero explains. 
“For example, when someone who 
doesn’t speak English calls 911, it takes

somewhere between 90 seconds and two 
minutes for someone who speaks Span¬ 
ish to come on the line. Then what you 
get is shop owners who call the police 
but can’t communicate that something’s 
happening, so they get robbed. How do 
you change that socially without just 
adding more police? You have to change 
on a different level. Adding visibility to 
that is what makes it happen.” 

With his first year in the rearview, 
Manacero is looking forward to three or 
four new beers he has in concept, all of 
which incorporate elements from Latin 
American countries like Paraguay and 
Costa Rica. With a portfolio specced

out, he and his business partner have 
turned their full attention to finding a 
production space. 

They’ve narrowed their search to two 
potential locations—one in St. Paul, and 
one in south Minneapolis—with hopes 
of breaking ground before the end of 
2017. They envision the taproom as a 
community meeting space where Latin 
Americans and the general beer-loving 
population can cohabitate, a physical 
manifestation of the concept Dona Chela 
has proven in the past 13 months. 

“It’s in the bottle, and people are buy¬ 
ing it,” he says with a determined laugh. 
“I’ve proven that people are ready for this 
thing I’m proposing, this cultural cross 
of Latin culture and Minnesota beer.” 

But Dona Chela will need the undi¬ 
vided attention of Manacero to keep 
evolving beyond the prototype stage. If 
Dona Chela catches on like he hopes it 
will, Manacero won’t be able to manage 
the brand between seminars and outdoor 
adventure trips. Luckily, that problem 
is scheduled to resolve itself. 

“When I graduate, I lose my job, so 
this is do or die.”

Steve Coogan and Rob Brydon are on the road again in The Trip to Spain

L ike any third installment in 
a movie franchise, The Trip 
to Spain has a built-in audi¬ 
ence that knows just what to 
expect. Two British comics (Steve Coogan 
and Rob Brydon, playing stylized ver¬ 
sions of themselves) tour a picturesque 
countryside, enjoying expensive meals as 
part of a celebrity journalism assignment 
and relentlessly vying to out-banter each 
other while their midlife frustrations and 
fears of mortality burble underneath. As 
in The Trip and The Trip to Italy before 
it, Coogan (widely known at home for 
his TV role as self-important chat-show 
host Alan Partridge) is an irascible yet 
charismatic knot of thwarted ambition, 
while Welsh impressionist Brydon is the 
puppyish family man who needles and 
humors him. 


Once more, Coogan and Brydon com¬ 
pulsively and competitively debate the 
nuance of celebrity impersonation 
throughout their travels. Each movie 
has featured a lengthy duel of Michael 
Caine impressions (here we learn how 
Mick Jagger might imitate him), and since 
we’re in Spain, you might expect Monty 
Python’s Spanish Inquisition sketch to 
surface, which it does—as voiced by Mar¬ 
lon Brando and Robert De Niro imitating 
Brando. 

The ongoing rivalry doesn’t just make 
for great comedy; director Michael Win- 
terbottom and his two stars have a sharp 
sense of how the dynamics of male friend¬ 
ships play out. In their droll, literate way, 
Coogan and Brydon are a lot like their 
counterparts in the big Cineplex block¬ 
busters: the two mismatched cops ordered 
to work a case together, the Avengers 
squabbling as they save the world. 


Spain’s a little less manic than its prede¬ 
cessors, intentionally in part, but maybe 
also due to a slight dip in enthusiasm— 
these guys have been at this same shtick 
since 2010 after all. It also unnecessar¬ 
ily beefs up the plot (two unexpected 
pregnancies) and ladles on the pathos, 
over-accentuating Coogan’s loneliness 
and Brydon’s contentedness. As Coogan’s 
agent dumps him and the likelihood of 
jumpstarting an old romance fizzles, his 
midlife desperation amps up, and he neu¬ 
rotically compares himself to geniuses 
who flourished in middle age years: to 
Olivier, to Cervantes, to Picasso. Time 
is running out for the old guy. 

In more ways than one. Since The Trip 
to Spain is the story of two British men 
touring a continent their fellow citizens 
voted to sever ties with last year (and 
Winterbottom is a politically astute direc¬ 
tor), the omission of even a passing Brexit

mention feels deliberate. But history does 
intrude on this idyll—Coogan obsesses 
over the Spanish Civil War, and compares 
the spread of ISIS to the occupation of 
Spain by the eighth-century Moors. 

“The Moores?” Brydon jumps in, his 
subsequent mimicry of Roger Moore 
boasting of his family’s achievements 
not just a hilarious bit but a way to duck 
out of discussing current events—“Can 
we stop talking about ISIS?” he blurts at 
one point. With fascism and fanaticism 
on the rise, a film series that’s been awash 
in comfort and affluence acknowledges 
problems looming over the horizon that 
are worse than old age—maybe even worse 
than losing your agent. 03

Picnic Operetta returns with a tale of gentrification

P hilemon St Baucis has some beauti¬ 
ful music, an impenetrable plot, 
muddy social themes, and a lot 
of ridiculous costumes. In other 
words, if s an opera. Specifically, if s a “picnic 
operetta,” mixing the songs of Queen with 
a 1773 opera composed (for marionettes!) 
by Joseph Haydn. 

Mixed Precipitation’s annual outing to 
the parks and gardens of Minnesota deploys 
a rough-and-ready portable production in 
the service of a maximalist aesthetic that 
discovers, via outrageous theatricality, com¬ 
mon ground between pop rock and opera. 

You may have forgotten, if you ever even 
knew, that Queen contributed songs to 
the 1980 film adaptation of Flash Gordon. 
Mixed Precipitation is here to remind you, 
with Flash’s theme recurring throughout 
the show as an anthem for the gods Jupiter 
(Isaac Bont) and Mercury (Maddie Neal). 
In this production, the duo cruise through 
space saving planets and hoping to be 
rewarded with beer. There’s no booze for 
the spectators, but we do get a sample of 
“Tang-bucha” in tribute to the Mercury 
Seven’s preferred fruit-flavored drink. 

The script, adapted by Scotty Reyn¬ 
olds, is of two minds about trendy teas 
and organic vegetables. They’re good if 
they come from community gardens, but 
bad if they come from overpriced chains 
that arrive by way of gentrification. The 
Queen/Bowie jam “Under Pressure” here 
suggests all kinds of pressures on healthy 
and diverse communities, personified in 
part by the villainous Barron Chaotica

(Jason Kornelis, doubling as the band’s 
cellist), who wants to build all sorts of 
bougie establishments next to the humble 
root-beer joint run by Philemon (Alejandro 
Magallon) and Baucis (AnnaHashizume). 

“The problem isn’t development, it’s 
zoning!” That observation comes from 
the two insects (Roland Hawkins II and 
Joni Griffith) kept as pseudo-children 
of the titular taverneers. When they’re 
both killed by the increasingly volatile 
ecosystem (cue “Another One Bites the 
Dust”), Jupiter and Mercury may be the 
only hope for the salvation of all creatures 
great and small. 

If you’re the kind of person who hates 
Shakespeare in the park because it’s hard 
to follow when you’re blissed out on your 
blanket, the picnic operetta might provide 
you with a more satisfying al fresco experi¬ 
ence. It’s best not to even try to follow the 
story; there are some fun tunes (transla¬ 
tions for the German arias are provided, 
in abbreviated form, by way of subtitle 
scrolls); and you get light apps. This year’s 
treats include a “prairie elixir,” watermelon 
canapes, and climactic broccolini. 

The show ends on an ambiguous note, 
suggesting that we still have a chance to 
save ourselves. As the Romans knew, the 
gods might decide to help out, but you’d 
better not count on it. B3

ALL EYEZ ON THEM 

Pledge Empire gets set to celebrate 10 years of independent Minnesota rap

DREAMS AND WONDERLANDS 


ndependent rap thrives in the Twin 
Cities, and Carlton Dildy isn’t shy about 
acknowledgingthis fact. 

“In the United States, we have the 
best independent hip-hop scene, easy,” says 
the 35-year-old Carlton, aka Prince Carlton 
or God’s Prince. He and his 33-year-old 
brother, Cedric, who raps and produces as 
Ced Linus, co-founded the Minneapolis- 
based Pledge Empire Records in 2007, and 
in the decade since, the label has become 
an increasingly major player in that scene. 

The Dildys grew up in Virginia Beach. 
Their taste in rap moved beyond MC Ham¬ 
mer when an older cousin, former Pledge 
Empire artist Rodney Ricks Jr., turned them 
on to acts like A Tribe Called Quest, even¬ 
tually encouraging them to start rapping 
themselves. Carlton and Ced would later 
come to Minnesota to attend Bethany 
Lutheran College in Mankato, where both 
played basketball. After they realized the 
NBA was not a likely option, they pursued 
music in earnest. 

As a duo called the Pledge Empire, Prince 
and Ced recorded a song for the school’s 
“Bethany Lutheran-palooza” album and 
played coffeehouse shows in Mankato, even 
opening for a then-fledgling P.O.S at the 
What’s Up Lounge. They scored a few gigs 
in the Twin Cities at places like the storied 
northeast Minneapolis dive the Terminal 
Bar, but Prince and Ced struggled to find 
a foothold in the Cities. “It was nobody 
there at, like, our first seven shows we had, 
so we had to learn the hard way,” Prince 
Carlton remembers. 

I meet up with Prince at Honey, the 
northeast Minneapolis bar where he’s 
holding the Tupac Day dance party, an 
event that Prince put together to follow 
up his recent Biggie Day. It’s the evening 
before the release of the Pac biopic AllEyez 
on Me and what would have been the slain 
rapper’s 46th birthday. A few attendees 
are wearing Tupac T-shirts, and the bar 
is serving Thug Passion, Pac’s signature 
adult admixture. (One part Alize, one part 
Cristal—though other champagne brands 
maybe substituted if you’re on a budget.) 

As an East Coast native and Biggie Smalls 
loyalist, Prince says he “hated” Tupac at 
first, but he could no longer deny Pac’s 
greatness after his cousin Maurice gifted 


him TheDonKilluminati: The 7Day Theory. 
In talking about Pac today, Prince articulates 
some of the qualities he values in music, 
which, not coincidentally, are also some 
of the qualities that Pledge Empire artists 
bring to the table. 

“Tupac’s music just means truth and 
honesty to me, no matter what it takes,” 
he says. “He told the world his mom was 
on drugs. I think most people would just 
keep it in. Being a rapper, you want to be 
the cool person, and Tupac let all his inse¬ 
curities out in his music. Tupac was the 
closest rapper to what we were as a person.” 

Though there’s musical diversity within 
the Pledge Empire roster, the artists still fit 
together nicely. There’s Ced, a contempla¬ 
tive, conversational MC whose “Lights” 


you may have heard in rotation on the Cur¬ 
rent, and who, in Prince’s words, “brings 
the honesty and the truth—he’s kinda like 
the conscious rapper.” Sti-Lo Reel, a more 
swaggering and technically showy MC, is 
“the lyricist—he just spits.” Meanwhile, 
22-year-old Niko Slim is indicative of the 
label’s future. He’s distinctly a product of 
the 2010s rap landscape, more prone to 
melodic sing-rapping and trap beats. “I 
would like to compare him to a Bobby Raps 
type of rapper,” Prince says. “We had to 
sign him to keep Pledge Empire Records 
young. We wanna try to hit every avenue 
when it comes to our artists.” 

The Pledge Empire roster—officially eight 
artists, though that number includes Prince, 
who doesn’t really rap anymore—releases 


new music at a fast clip. In fact, earlier 
this year, Sti-Lo Reel (who will open for 
Bone Thugs at a show in Red Lake later 
this month) undertook a special project- 
releasing a new song every week for almost 
four months straight. And the label’s artists 
have collaborated with some of Minne¬ 
sota’s finest: Toki Wright, Mally, Tek, the 
Lioness, Why Khaliq. “Everybody works 
with everybody,” Prince observes of Twin 
Cities hip-hop today—a stark contrast from 
the cliquier scene he first encountered a 
decade ago. 

It’s been a busy summer, even by Pledge 
Empire’s hard-working standards. The label 
signed a new artist, Australia native Rosei 
22, and following Biggie Day and Tupac 
Day, they’re planning two Michael Jack- 
son Day dance parties (one here, one in 
Duluth) and a Beyonce Day. The Pledge 
Empire staff is also looking ahead to the 
label’s 10th anniversary in November, which 
they’ll commemorate with a compilation 
album. And Prince has been working on 
an all-genre music awards show called the 
Minny Awards (a name the Dildys’ mother 
came up with), set for December. 

An admirer of hip-hop moguls like 
Diddy, Dame Dash, and Irv Gotti who’s 
also learned from the likes of Rhymesayers, 
Prince makes it a priority to tour all over 
the U.S. and abroad. Pledge Empire artists 
have performed in London, in Winnipeg, 
even in Sydney. Ced Linus’ current tour, 
which just kicked off in Minneapolis, will 
eventually take him to Australia in January. 

With a laugh, Ced says his brother is 
“a little loony” for pursuing some of his 
“grandiose ideas”—like setting up shows 
10,000 miles away, for example. But he 
ultimately trusts Prince’s vision when 
it comes to booking shows, promotion, 
and signing new artists—and that allows 
Ced to focus more on his own music and 
performances. 

But no matter how far Pledge Empire’s 
artists tour, Minneapolis, with its unique 
competition and camaraderie, will remain 
the label’s home. “I think Seattle is prob¬ 
ably the closest thing to what we have,” 
Prince says, “and Denver has a nice hip- 
hop scene too. But nobody has anything 
like Minneapolis.” B3

DAVE RAWLINGS MACHINE 

PANTAGES THEATRE, WEDNESDAY 8.23 
Dave Rawlings and Gillian Welch have 
issued eight albums as a duo, each attrib¬ 
uted to one performer or the other, with 
Rawlings getting top billing on the latest, 
Poor David’s Almanack. Welch is there 
all the way, co-writing half the songs and 
harmonizing throughout, but Rawlings’ 
expressive, reedy voice leads off, and he 
laces the tracks with excellent, intricate 
guitar work.

"W" ’m a woman in my early 30s having 

I sex with a guy in his early 20s. The 

I sex is more than casual, and we really 
A care about each other. My concern is 
this guy has some alt-right sympathies that 
reveal themselves in our political discus¬ 
sions.
